■" Military writers hero have succeeded 
in locating the Drift with a fair degree 
of certainty, but the district is off the 
main road and little is known about it. 
It is a grazing region occupied mainly 
by Dntch farmers. 'Springfield is an in- 
significant village witli a few hou.sps and 
two Kallir stores. Tlio journey by post 
oart from Springfield to Ladysniitli via 
■Potgeiter's Drift occupies seven and one 
half honrs. Thoao ure the only obtuin- 
ablo facts relating shrdiu cmtwypepmp 
able facts resppcting the quarter where 
Gen. Bullcr is known to be operating. 

" The croakers were inclined to sus- 
■pect at midnight tliiit the war odlcp was 
holding biiok bad news. Tlieir com- 
plaints merely indicate their own nerv- 
ousness. The otncials asserted that they 
were as completely in the dark as the 
corresppn'dentB clamoring for news. The 
opinion in wcll-infomed military circles 
is liopefnl. 

"The -aanger ot a counter attack is 
not QTCrlookcd, CBpecially when there 
are .reports that eight Boer camps were 
discovered "by' the British scouts earlier 
in the week on the south bank of the 
Tugela. It is assumed with confidence, 
liowever, that Gen. Warren's division i.i 
provided with a mule train and carries 
itsi own supplies, and cutting its com- 
munication with the rear will not be a 
serious accident. The most sanguine 
exports expect him to push on to Lad.v- 
smith after crossing the Tugela, then 
breaking through or ttn-ning the Hoer 
line, and when reinforced by Gen. 
White to move south toward Colonsu. 

" TheoripH like ciip.se are trillps light 
as air. What Englishmen want is posi- 
tive information about what Gen. Buller 
has done, not what optimists hope he 
may do. With all its iincprtainties. 
however, this turning movpinent ofTers 
a lietter chance for the speedy deliver- 
ance of Jjadysniitli and a crushing de- 
feat of the Dutch forces than a direct 
frontal attack upon Oolenso. 

" The news from other sectio/is of the 
licld of operations is also nipiigrp. I{p- 
'ports from IJensiburg tell of the advance 
of a strong force under French's com- 
mand, under cover of artillery fin.-, and 
its encampment on the eastern Hank of 
the enemy. This nuinoeuvre probably 
threatcDB the Dutcli line of retreat 
toward the Orange river. The, enemy 
"has dearly been. disturbed by it, tor an 
unsucccssfQ] attempt has been made to 
•take the British ipositlons. Details were 
'lacking at a 'late hour, but this seemed 
•to be the promise of a successful close 
■of Gen. French's ingenious manoeuvres 
around Coleriberg, in wliich hi!i chief ol)- 
■ject has 'l>oen not to eiqiture the town, 
"Iiut cutting the enemy's cominunications 
->Vith the bridges over the Orange riyor;"

Battle Scenes 



Surgeons and Stretcher Bear- 
ers Made Targets by 
Concealed Boers^ 



Spies Everywhere Report British 
Movements and Infantry 
Too Slow. 



London, Jan. 14. — Letters from the 
soldiers fighting against the Boers are 
published in large numbers and in 
many caecti arc jiist as interesting as the 
accoufits by' the trained war correspon- 
dents. 

A medical ollicer under Lord ^letluien 
describing the battle at Modder River 
writes: "A lot of the North Lancashire 
men were horribly wounded. I turned 

over a sergeant, bKnck in the face, dead. 
One man was brought to who had been 
struck by a shell fragment in the face, 
a sickening sight, with blood every- 
where. 

"Very few of our men being woiindc<l, 
I went out ne.ir sunset to nid the High- 
landers. They had been lying all day 
under that frightful fiun and their 
wounded were still there. No stretcher 
bearer could advance, as they wei-e all 
.shot at. They shouted to me to crawl on 
the ground, as though ino.><t of the tiring 
was over, there were still three or four 
Boers with express ritles and exi)l(isive 
bullets, who were iiiidcr cover and who 
kept picking oD.' our mL-n. 

"Some men utterly collapsed and all I 
could do wiifi to put a pad to their 
wounds and niy whitjkey llask to their 
lijic^. I then crawled back to my horse 
and made my way to some ambulances 
two miles distant to get them aid. I was 
under fire all the tims, bullets dancing 
nroujid me. I fclt a kind of solemn dis- 
regard, as I htui 'beien exposed to greater 
dangers before." 

In a letter to his father from Modder 
Iliver on November 23 an officer in the 
Queen's Royal .'West Surrey Kegiment, 
says: "Against an enemy like the Boers, 
infantry was ..useless:; The Boers have 
spies everywhere and as'they are -well 
mounted they can move away hours be- 
fore'our infantry can get within striking 
diatanco. On the other hand they wll 
never attack, and when we advance to- 
ward Pretoria commandow will lie left 
all over the country looting iiml burn- 
ing farms. The only people who have a 
chance with them are the local vohiii- 
teerri. It tli" government -wouUl only 
raise about 2,0U0 Volunteers and send out 
a lot ot .Moinitod liiraiitry, wlir; coubl 
work witli tlie local volunteers, these isci- 
lated Bo(>r forces would soon bo wiped 
out. At i)r. si nt we are heflpless as they 
maikc riiigri around n«." 

CABLES IX WAR TIME. 

.Vdmissiou . That British Have Dealt 
Generously Vfi^ Convenience 
of Foreignefa. 

New York, Jan. 14.— 'While the report 
that Russia and France have addressed 
representations to England respecting 
interference with private and otllcial de- 
spatches over the Eastern cables is en- 
tirely without foundation, it would have 
been strange had they done so. because 
nothing is clearer than that the inter- 
national telegraph conventions do not 
apply in the time of war. 

As a matter of fact, the British 
govcrnnieiit asserts that its undeniable 
rights have been exercised with extreme 
moderation and the tenderest regard for 
foreignerfi. If any governments should 
attempt to iiinke a dilllculty, it would be 
the easiest thing in the world for the 
British admiralty to give the hint, and 
within a few days the cable would be 
accidentally cut in the neigliborliood of 
Delagoa Kay. 

Before he left London. Gen. Buller 
suggested this very .course, ou '■ the 
ground fhnt. it was evident that, in spite 
oC^; fHe -carcj exercised by, military cen- 
sbr?.!, the ^(jnemy was ; getting valuable 
lh?ori»(ttHpri. But the government prc- 
.feiTcd|tit^fKO^^^^ the principle of giving 
thC' SmalleBt ' provocation possible.

The cries for 
lielp were heard by Sh(;rifC Burniskal, 
who was at supper. He ran upstairs 
and a prisoner firod at iiini. He threw 
his left arm over his head nnd received 
the, buU.ct in liis forearm.. He shot the 
prisoner. tiVlce;. <me .bullet entered his 
nbdoijien and he.ia dying.. . 
' When the police , arrived : In. ''answer to 
a i;iot. call, the men could inot get. into 
the' gaol until the doors bad been: broken 
doWn with a sledge-hanimer; The 'pris- 
oners were then drlveri hack into their 
cells. 



AN LVXOVATION IN POWDER. 

>ew Smokeless ind Noiseless Product 
Tost, hut Prores Cnsaflsfactory. 

Berlin. .Ian. 13. — A test occurred to- 
day at ^'ill)el. near Frankfort, of a 
newly-invented smokeless and noiseless 
powder. • Among those present were the 
French naval attache at Berlin, the 
Aniericdeh cbhsul-geueral, Mr. Guenther, 
reprcsen^tiTes of the Ilussian war de- 
parttiieiit':and array, and a representa- 
tive, of . the powder works of Cologne, 
Bre-slauT 

The inventor ciniiucd that his powder 
possessed ten times the e.^pIosiy(> , and 
proiiclliug force of ordinary smokeless 
powder, at a cost of ten cents per kilo, 
and thut it left residue. The. test, 
however, turned onl; rather unsatisfac- 
tory. 



lIOiaiOK OFF NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Great Unknown Ship a Burning Wreck 
and All Hands Perishing. 

St. .John's, Nlld.. ,Tiiu. W. 1 a.m.— The 
following comprises ail the details regard- 
ing the wreck in St. Clary's bay that 
could be oht;iined up to midnight: 

'J'lie ship i-i a two-ninnted steamer of 
nearly 3,000 tons, and proliably earrii'd a 
crow of sixiy, with pot^silily some pastien- 
gers. She went ii.'-hore before daybreak 
on Tluirsilay, ritriking a ledge at the foot 
of th-j cliff, where escape was hoijeJess. 
The crew launched the boats, but prob- 
;ibl.v during the p;uiic some were crusliod 
against her f^iile. others being swampedi 
all the oceni)ants apparently i)erisliing. 

The ship was seen to he on fire by resi- 
d(!nts pix miles away. .Mtracted "to the 
scene, they found the after half of the 
wreck blazing liereely, and the fore part 
under water. K(.'roseiie in the cargo help- 
ed the blaze. 

At that lime only three nu-n w.^re left 
on board. Two were on the bridge and 
one was in the riggii'.g. Thoi^e on tlio 
bridge were safe, imtil about 2 p.m., when 
they' were.. waflh.ed' overboard and drown- 
ed, the bridge being carried away. The 
sur^' Ivor soon, after ]eti the rigging, 
swam to the. .roekx, 'and .twice endeavored 
to get a footlngj'ilfailiiiig'in'tliisi hf^'m.'ide 
his way back to 'the'rlKging, whore he 
died of exposure during the night. 

Many-dend bodies are visible tos.sing in 
thc'.'sGr.f. ■ Tv.-o of them throvvii up iii a 
cove cannot b» reached, owing to the 
heavy sen. One is thought to be that of 
a woman. 

BoDtK and other wreckage an- thrown 
among the rocks for miles. 'Y'e/sterday 
(Frichiy) was more stormy than the day 
before, and it was impossible to reach the 
wreck, which had i;one to pieces to Huch 
an extent that it has sunk beneath the 
waves. A sevi re gal(> is raging to-night, 
which i."! likely to reduce her to frair- 
inents. The wreck coinnii«sioner hopes 
to be alile to obtain her name to-ilay 
(.Saturday). Residents along the .shore 
made every possible effort to rescue the 
HUrvivor in the rigging, but lacking pro- 
per outfits they were unable to suceeed. 

There is not the sliglitest prospect that 
an.v son! on board escaped death, as the 
intense midwinter cold would have killed 
an.v who escaped drowning.

Italian jSpvernment at Special 
P.aiiis to Show .

New York, .Tan. 14.— The London cor-

" There is considerable irritation here 
over Holland's attitude, which may re- 
sult in the foreign, office making another 
appointment. Tjje j- jyoung iOueea is 
intensely pro-Boer,- iuid]'ha&WFrittcn to 
the Pope, the Kaiser iand the King of 
Italy, begging them to take the dlplo- 
nuitic initiative to stop this cruel war. 
She has also shown nuirks of favor to 
Dr. Leyds, the Transvaal representa- 
tiye,,.who with his agents luis bought 
and shipped munitions of war and en- 
listed oHlccrs without hindrance since 
tlie war commenced. 

" In Europe England's only real friend 
is Italy, and she is jiroving a friend in 
need. From tlu; first the Italian govern- 
ment has put every facility at the dis- 
posal of the British olllcers engaged in 
buying mules and other things, while 
strictly enforcing the neutrality prin- 
ciple against the Boer agents. More- 
over, according to a correspondent, 
when it was made known that the 
Creusot company had n^fused to sell 
guns to England on any terms, word 
was wired to London from Home that 
tlie ramous Italian gun-makers, the 
.\cieries coniiiany, fortunately had ready 
fur shipment a battery of big 'juick- 
firers, in ever- respect the etpial to any 
weapon. A bargain was utrnck for 
Iliein, and therp is good reason to be- 
lieve that the Italian guns an' being 
shipped from Genoa to-diiy. 

" l)r. Leyils, the special Transvaal 
envoy to Euroiie, then suspected the 
Italian good faith, and sent a written 
protest to Rome. No notice was taken 
of it lieyoud a formal acknowledgment 
of its arrival." 

Ijisbon, .Ian. l.'{. — The republican press 
is working mi an agitation against the 
monarchy on the hatsia of England'.s in- 
terference .with ves^lsf outside; Delagoa 
Buy.

London, Jun. 14.,— The special corres- 
pondent Of,.,, the .jO^l^e; ArgUB.^thus, .de- 
scribes a bombardment ot Kimberley: 

" AVhat will probably be handed down 
in the annals of history to Boer poster- 
ity as the bombardment of Kimberley, 
probably occurred on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber and if ever the farcical olomentH 
were introduced to such serious business 
as war, the puerile attempts to raze 
Kimberley can surely lay claim to it. 

" The Boers had two guns mounted, 
one at Scliolz, trained ou the Premier 
mine at Wosselton, at a range something 
like :i,(J0O yards, and the other at Spit- 
foutein, <iuite 7,(XKJ yards diiitant. A 
couple of shots were fired bi^tween 5 and 
(i o'clock in the morning, but then the 
Boers desisted until about 10, when one 
gun at Schloz, apparently a nine- 
pounder firing i> French shell, opened fire 
on Wesseltou. The fire, however, 
proved quite harmless, nearly all the 
shots falling in the debris heaps, and 
our guns at Wesselton replying and 
(luickly getting the range,;. induced., the 
enemy to cease flring, and they .cleared 
off about noon. 

" So little was thought of Uie Boer 
fire that the alarm was not even sounded 
and business was carried ou jiist the 
same. So little alarm did it cause. .that 
the men in the redoubts were actually 
playing cricket and quoits when it was 
going ou." 



ONE SEKGEANT'S LUCK. 

.V Mark fin- Boer Sharpshooters He 
Was Hit Three Times AVithout 
Sericnis liesalt. 

London, .Tan. l-l.— riie following is 
from a letter from a reservist sergeant 
in the Coldstream Guards, who is with 
Methueu's column. He was at the 
battle of Modder Itiver nnd says: 

" During the afternoon some one 
seemed to liave spotted me from the 
trenches. First a shot struck the side 
of my boot and struck my rifie just in 
front of niy'fiice, filling my eyes with 
dirt and liplinters. I rose U[i a little 
when aiiotlier bullet struck the middle 
linger of iny left hand. I had got on 
my knees when a bullet struck me fair 
in the chest on the buckle of my haver- 
sack, breaking it through the centre and 
causing a slight puncture of the skin 
and liruising niy clii'st. I have been 
coiignitulated as being the hu'kicst beg- 
gar in my battalion."

Afterward, at iho various theatres, 
where the men were entertained, and 
liiter on returning to the barracks, these 
scenes were renewed, and the streets 
were filled until midnight with the 
cheering jieople.

Al a recent meetin;; of the Xatural 
llit^tory Society Mr. iC. F Rohinson read 
an iiitercstin;,' paper on the honey bee. 
The tirst parts, deiilin.i,' with the early and 
natural history, ia published this morn- 
ing. The other partss, dealing with the 
fertilization of ';plttnts,".win be tpubliehed 
later. Here is. the first part: 
THE HONEY . BEE. 

Mr. President and- Gentlemen : The 
subject of my paper this evening is the 
"Honey Hee," it.s early history, natural 
history, and [dace in the ccono-.ny of 
nature. 

It ic< with some dillidcnce 1 attempt the 
task of iaterestin;; ypn in this wonderful 
insect, so 1 ask 11 little forbearance on 
your part if I fail to fultil my (dijix'l an 
i would desire.' To-night I propose lo 
essay the wonder.s of that simill. and to 
many persons, insignilicaiil, insect— the 
"honey bee," and prer^nine to place il far 
above' any other insect in its wonder- 
ful domestic economy and usefulness to 
niaii. 

The valae of iiinf^t insects is doubtful, 
and with the Ou'ril, end al their death, 
Iml with the bee, the resnlls of its works 
and usefulnesr; continue on f(U- many 
ceiitiiries. Man al the present day i^ 
reapiiii: the lieiielits of iis labors made 
many years aL-o— in the beautiful flowers 
and luscious fruits which he now so de- 
lights in, aud which are so very essential 
to his health of body, and grtttifyiug to 
his sense of the beautiful. The remark 
may bo ventured, that no insect ha.^ ren- 
dered so valuable a service to man as 
the bee, and next in order, I suppiKse, 
is the earth wonn; but the worm with 
its drainage and imlverizing of ihe s ol 
can be imitated quite ellecliially by man 
with his iinpriived implements; whereas, 
witli the bee, il is (iiiite impossible to 
carry out the imporlani process of fertil- 
ization, and the production of new vario- 
ticti da the vegetalde kiiii-'dom, lo the 
immense extent, and al the exaci lime, 
as is so cftectUiilly and al such a mini- 
muui cofit done by this tiaily Wdiiderful 
insect. 

The bee is a native of the Ibdy Lainl. 
and we liiul the Assyrian lue refernMl 
lo in sc'iplure: over :!,TIIII .\'ears ago. 
'I'lie Orientals call il "I )eliorah'"— mean- 
ing sor.g, rdngiiig. or "she that s|ieakefh 
"Hee" is nientioiieil in llie (lid Te-^tanieiit 
four limes, but "honey" is there men- 
tinned limes, and in the New Testa- 
ment four limes. "Honey-comb" litis 
eight references in the Old Tcslamont. 
aud one in the New /I'cfitanient. . "Wax" 
is mentioned foiir times in the Old -Tes- 
tament. Is there anotlicr iiuseet, I may 
ask. with such beautiful similars of ref- 
erence, either to itself or product, us we 
lind in the following: 

AVe read of Solomon advising the "Son 
of Man to eat honey," bocauso it was 
good, at the sanie lime cautioning him 
not to eiit too much. 

We lind Jacob sending honey with tlie 
hc.st: fruits of the land at a present to 
.Josi. pli, 

Samson regaling himself with honey out 
of the lion's Ciiretise and from wliich 
incident he gave his fainouis riddle, which 
ruined his (hiuiestie hapjiiiiesri: "Out ot 
the strong came fertli sweotncris." 
the strong same fiu'tli sweetness." 

^Ve tiiid il was promised that the 
Christ himself was to eat butter ami 
honey, "tlnit he might know evil from 
good." 

These passages are ipioti-d to show the 
vtilue and siguitieaiice in which hoiie.v 
was ludd hy the early inlnibitaiiis of 
this earth, and the great iiniiortaiice of 
the bee in coimcctioii with tiie early for- 
mation of varioos vegetable products, for 
honey-gathering, from a naturalist's 
point of view, is only a secondary con- 
sideration. 

Honey ranks. in the estimation- of the 
Egyptians with their choicest fruits, 
spicts, myrrh, etc. It is referred to as 
indicating a beautiful, fruitful eountry— 
"flowing with milk and honey" — and it 
reall.v is so — even in preference to the 
tiecompanyiag milk, f(u- a C(MUUry may 
produce grass tiiid iiulk while being ;i 
long way delicu>nl in thai .serenity of 
clinialo necc-riary to produce ilowors and 
honey; it indicates warmth and moisluro, 
tind that fruilfulnc.s« not absolutely ne- 
ccristiry for the production of milk. Con- 
seiiueiitly, it has in scriptures been re- 
ferred to as something above the aver- 
age of earthly production. 

All the Oriental countries have their 
native .s-jiecies of this insect, showing 
tlitil the bee was tist^ociated with man in 
the early setlleiiiciil of the world, and 
indicates, I think, that it was designed 
to fullil some inii>orlanl work in the vegi- 
latiiig of this etirtli 

\\'c also liiiil that it follows man iu the 
mari li of civilizatiou—lirst iu .iVsia, then 
in lOurope, and, lastly In America and 
Australia, 

\\'e have the Egyptian. .Vssyriiin, Tu- 
nisian, anil the Cyprian bee'>, and ;is we 
inan-h northward we have the Italians 
and Cariioliuns, aud the Brown bee of 
(ienii.iiiy. The earliest bee-keepers, or 
peojile to demosticate the bee, were the 
iCgyptians, who kept the bees in etirlh- 
enwiirc jars and cylinders, in a most 
primitive way. They are aliso kept in 
hives of bark, just as it is stripped 
from I lie iroo, formed into cylinders, and 
placed on the ground in a horizontal 
position; the ends are stopped ap with 
clay and eow-dnng, with ti hole for the 

bees to enter at 1 -nd. When the 

owner wants any honey, he knocks out 
one end of the cylinder and making a 
"louse siinoke by burning dried cow-dniig, 
and let ling the smoke drift into Ihe hive, 
which sublines the lice--; Ihe lioiicv <•■ 
then tiiken from half the liive. the hob 
plugged lip again and llie hive liinicd 
rouud. The bees then start 10 Imild uii 
again, and hy ihis nieilniil half of tlie 
■o'lib i.i renewed each ye.ir, ki'cping 
liiein whiter and of mure ni.'irketabl-.' .-oii- 
dilii.ii, the same as the native Cubans do 
lo this dii.v. The Egypliiin iiiilboritio.s 
Collect a Itix of from -seven to thirty cents' 
per hive, .•iceording to size. 

The second part of my pnjier will em- 
brace the iialiir.al bisloi-y of Hie sub.jecl: 

Uelonging to the order, "1 lynieiioprcra" 
or mcmbninoiis-w iuged inseci family, 
".Vpheda" with several t.viies of generii, 
the geuus Apiis ^MelliMca, or hive boe, 
is the one under coiislderiitioii. 

\\'lieii the e.'irliesl white settlors rtvacli- 
ed the ."hores of America no honey lieiYi 
\vere found, it not lieing ,1 mitive (>f this 
continent. 

.lust when, and by wlioni, Ihe first col- 
ony of black in' (icrnian bees were 
brought to America, it is difileiilt to say. 
Some .•iiiiboril ies say about the seveii- 
teerlii ci'iiiiiry. 'riiese black bees were 
tormerly ke|il in America in cylinders of 
bark, uilli a boanl 011 liip, and in Eng- 
land in^ihc old straw-skip so typical of 
early Eiigli.sh bee-keeping. It was not 
until I.S0O that ihe ilov. Mr. Langs- 
troth of Butler ooimty, Ohio, U S.A.. 
invented the moveable-franie hive which 
has so revolutionized upicultiire. I're- 
viou.« to this date the beets built their 
combs just as their natural instinct 
prompted them-raboiit- one inch apart 
froni centre to centre, and attaching them 
to all parts of the. rccepnclc in which 
the bees were placed. The ' next' • ad- 
vance wati the placing of shitii in ' the 
top of the extemporized hive, ."tb 'wliicli 



the bees built their comb; but with the 
invention of the movable frame, in which 
the bees could build their comb and al- 
low of its being moved from the hive 
aud examined, ciime tbo great diicontive 
to study the natural history of thin won- 
derful insect, and turn it.s labors to val- 
uable account, bringing apiculture up to 
it.s jiresont high position as a science and 
coniinercial import a nee. 

It was not until 1850 that the Italian 
bee was imported to.',thie..eontinout from 
Europe, and which i.has.'iiovy entirely su- 
perceded the 'black br.,Germnn bee, ^vhich 
by the escaped swarms and natural in- 
croaseV has become" thtf wild; bcsiJ of Am- 
erica. The Italians are far superior to 
the black and when tirst introduced were 
highly valued, as much as 1^20 being ptiid 
for a. la.viiig iiueen; now (luite as good 
can bo bought for ,'!;i.OO, but she vyiil be 
raised iu America from imported motliei-s. 

Yea will nntice that it is jiisr forty 
years since the iiit roil'.ict ion of the Ital- 
ian, and the honey harviv^ted al llial time 
was small iiideeil. Now it has grown to 
imnieuse proiiortioiis, and 1 shall (r.;oto 
.vou a few figures from t'le rejiort of the 
United States dopartnienl of sigriculture;

1 will now <'oninieiiee with the in- 
mates of the hive and trace lliem from 
the cg-g to matured insects. 

.V c(iliin.\ of beit« is nornuill.v composed 
of .1 queen, from ten to forty thousand 
workers, and, in the swarming season, 
iriun a few to many hundred drones; and 
sometimes under abnormal conditions a 
tiitirth party is tolerated, knoivn as a 
fertile worker. The queen is the only 
perfi'ctly developed female in the hive. 
Mild lays all the eggs which in-oduce llie 
wm-kers or undeveloped females, tin' 
dronits or ni.ales. and the (ineens which 
are to supercede her. In ihis insect we 
have ;i most beiutiful example of a wise 
eri>ation. and a thorough study aud tm- 
(leiwtanding of these insects, with tlieir 
economic adaptation of moans to the 
end, will, I feel convinced, awaken no 
small amount of astonishment and plea- 
sure lo the Ktiulent. 

I in;iy nu'iition, before proceeding fur- 
ther, that we are indelited more to rev- 
erend-gentlemen then any oiluu- jier- 
.■•ons for the knowledge «e have of the 
bee, more especially the Rev. .\lr Ltings- 
trolb in /.nierica; Rev. ^Ir. Dzicrzim in 
Ceriiuiuy, and a blind goiitloinan, Mr. 
I-'rancis Hiibi^r of Geneva— all earnesi in- 
vest iguKu-s, who souglil ihe aid of such 
men as rrof. Lcuchart. and Prof. ('. ],. 
Yon Siebohi of •Munich; l>r. .Iose[di 
I.eidy of I'hihidelphia. timl later. the 
views of these gentlemen have been sub- 
stantiated by Prof. Cheshire of the Lon- 
don Microscopial Society — all skilled 
microscopical anatomists. 

The (|Uoen is the most impm-lnnt mem- 
ber of ihe colony. She is raiscil liv ihe 
bees under the swarming-impiilse. from 
an egg less than three days old. which, 
if left to hatch as deposited by her niaj- 
csiy. under the usual i.-onditions <if the 
hive, would proiliiee a working bee, ink- 
ing just 21 days from egg to perfect 
inseci; but hy feiMling the larva, which 
emerges from the egg in threi; days, with 
il supernhundaiice of higlil.v conceiitt'.lted 
food — termed "royal jelly" (for want ot 
a. more c.\|)ressive iiamel — a great <-hang 
in this insect is brought about. Tlii 
fiiiiil is selected from glands in Ihe head 
of the nurse bees, and fed to the liirvii 
for Llireo oi- four days, when it is changod 
to food composed o£ honey, pollen, and 
w-iiter, digestoti into chyle by the nurno 
bees, niul fed to queen larva in such 
abundance that a surplus always remains 
in the royal ceil after the queen hns vn 
c.-ited it. This never happens with other 
iiiembeiis of the eolony. The change 
■which this stimulating food brings about 
is ,dwnys beyond our understanding, and 
always creates gi-eat interest lo the stu- 
dent of apiculture. 

Tliis egg, as I have stated before, 
which woidd have brought forth a ■work- 
ing bee in 21 days, now produces u far 
higher developed insei-t in 1.5. Compared 
with the worker, it is about one-hnlf as 
largo again, its . jaws are shorter, its 
head rounder, and has bi-sides the two 
coiniKmnd eyes, three ocelli on toii of the 
bend. Its thorax is one one-hundredth 
of an inch larger, which fact had been 
turned to valuable account by the prac- 
tical boe-peeker, for n worker bee can 
gel through fin opening seventeen on(>- 
liiiiidredlhs of an inch wide, but a qiieoii 
cnnmil; she requires pighteen onc-hun- 
dredllis. So !iy using ziiii- with perfora- 
tions of the lirst menlioiied size bclwin-ii 
the bi'ood hive and the surplus recep- 
tacle, to coiililie the (pieen below, much 
time i-au be saven In handling bees for 
CDmniiM-eial gain. 

The (pieeii will under no consideration 
gather boney or polh'ii — iu fact, never 
leave the hive except to meet the drone, 
and lh:it mily once in her life, iiml lo 
ace(unpaijy the bees when swarming. 
She has wa x-seerei nu; gland" in her 
abiliiiiieii. but only in rnilinieiitnry form, 
so (•.■inuol seen le wax. She has no pol- 
len baskets on her legs, .•iiid allliough 
she has a slim.' one-third loiiL'or tli;in 
the -rt-nrker, she will never use it except 
to sling a rival (|ileeo. ,\s a worker its 
life would be about two iiunuhs iu siiiu- 
iiier, in- wiirkiiig season; and in winter, 
or ils semi-ilorniani stale, eiglil 
nioiille^. bill as a inieeii sl;e will 
li\-c four years, or until slii- gets 
sn (dil tlial her eggs pvodiice 
mostly drones or mail's, when the bees 
will supersede her. Ilor prolific egg- 
laying is astonishing, for in the height of 
the brooding season, in a populous hive, 
she will lay from 2,000 to 3,000 eggs in 
21 hours. . 

I now come to /the most interesting 
and wonderful i part of this' insect's 
natural history-^tlio. reproduction of its 
species. 

There has been much speculation and 
theory indulged in lo account- for tbo 
siraiiu-e iilieniuneiia witnessed by the 
observing studout, and opjiosod to the 
geiienilly aeee|)ted idea from a liiologii^al 
sinndpoini, viz.. the egg from an iin- 
f'. ciiniliited creature liatcliing into life, 
but such is the fact beyond all doubt, 
and the virgin qiioeii bee can lay any 
number of eggs wliich will produce only 
drones or lil;iles, and il is not until she 
has taken her wedding flight, high in 
the air, and had copulation with the 
drone, that she can lay an egg which 
will produce a worker or (lueen. 

Hero we are reminded of the wise 
provision Nature has made lo perpetu- 
ate this inseci for llii- ns(> of umu. to 
enable her virtually to effect her own 



not be present in the district. After 
fecundation the queen can lay eggs that 
will produce workers or drones us she 
thinks fit, accmdiag to the coll in which 
she di'posils the egg. Drone-cells are 
large, measuring four to the lineal inch, 
workers' cidls five to the inch. This 
tliHeience of size regulates Ihe sex that 
will be found iu them. But wise econ- 
omy directs her to ptiss a drouo-cell at 
such times of the year when drones are 
not .wanted. iu the .hi've..-;.: In. the swiirm- 
ing- scasoUi she, can pasB;. from worker to 
dronc-ccll; in qiilck; succession, deposit- 
ing an egg in each which Svill produce 
the two ' sexes -respectively. 

Hero I shall mention a few of the 
stratigo changes in this insect's prodigy, 
brought about by the various conditions 
of breeding and mating, which, if well 
considered will give food for tlioiight. 

The queen, if laid from au egg rashrdl 
by a pure-bred niothor, mated to a pure- 
bred drone, will naturally be pure her- 
self. If the mother wore mated to a 
black drone, our queen will be a liybrod, 
partaking of the characteristics of both 
parents. I'resuniiiig our queen to be 
raised from pure stock, she will produce 
piH'i' drmies, and if mated with a pure 
dione will produce pure workers tilso; 
lull if she mutes with a black drone, her 
eggs will produce pure (Irones (as ho is 
ihe son of his mother (Uily), but liybred 
workers and (jueens, and these last 
(Oieeiis will iiroiluce liybrod drones tind 
moiignd workers iind ipieens Of various 
degrees ii( variely' according to the 
di-one she mates with. 

Hard as it may seem to coiitnd the 
races, still il is within the power i\( a 
good qiieen-breeder lo regulate llie iu;it- 
iin; of his stock to a certain extent. 

'I'hc old or fecundated iiiieen always 
aceomiiaiiies the first swarm from Ihe 
hive, but nnl bi'fore the bees have pro- 
N ideil several embryo (luocns, which in 
eight days after the swarm leaves will 
hatch, and one bo accepted as reigning 
moiuirch. Some throe or four days be- 
fore the old queen leaves, she gradually 
reiluccs the secretion of eggs in her 
ovaries, which also reduces the number 
deposited in the cells, thus making her 
size and weight considerably less, ennb- 
ling her t« lly with greater freedom in 
Mce'-iiupanying the bees to their now 
home, which may be ti mile or so away. 

Ilcre wc see another wise exaniiile of 
adopting tin- means ii> the end, for should 
the <iueen contiiiiie in the successive 
ovido iiositioii up to the time of her 
lliglit, she wmild receive a severe check, 
aud possibly harm, when she arrived al 
Ihe new doniicile. where then' would be 
no cells in which to ileposii licr eggs 
uiilil Ihe bees had ccuverted their honey 
sacks into wiix scales, and built Ihe 
comb for her use. Naliiri' liaving given 
ihem the instinct lo ttike this honey with 
them s|iecially for the iiurpuse. 

The next inmate of imiiortance is the 
neiltiir, or undeveloped female, whose 
ovaries are indy in a riidinu'nlar.v form; 
it is in the egg three days, l;irv;i ti\-e. 
;ind inqia thirteen, and leaves Ihe I'cll a 
feeble but perfect insect in 21 days. 

This larva is fed on food composed of 
limiey, jiolien ;ind water, [lartly digested 
into cli.\le by the nurse bees, for five 
days, or until il assumes the horizonial 
Iiositi(m in the cell, when it receives an 
extra allowance aud is sealed over with 
.•1 rill her porous covering, composed of 
wax and pollen to allow of ventilation. 
W hen hatched she takes up the work 
of the hive lor abiuu eight days, feeding 
larva, c'upping brood, etc. 

On fine afternoons great numbers of 
those young bees' w'lll be seen flying or 
hovering in front of the hive, with their 
heads turned towards it. This action 
is to mark their loiMtioii before taking 
to field work, and they will grtidually 
extend tlif>ir circles further and further 
from the hive; then oft thoy will go to 
the fields for honey and pollen. They 
lire not, however, great workers in the 
field for the lirst two weeks, bat uttoiid 
more to comb building, as tit this period 
(if their life lliey are great secretors of 
wax iiiiil scarcely matured enough for 
ilio buig flights and arduous duties of 
lionoy aud pollen gathering. 

This niomher of the family is the only 
one provided M-ith perfect v.-ax-secretiiig 
glands, eight in number, on the under 
side of the liod.v, which is (Composed of 
rings Of segments, six in number, which 
tillows Ihe insect to exiuiiid itself to 
acconimodiite the load of hone.v in the 
hoiioy-saelc. Ils legs are a nmrvd fif 
usefulness in ils domestic economy. On 
Ihe hind legs, at the iirticiilation ot the 
tibia and adjacent tarsal joints, are the 
wax-pineliers, hy which it removes the 
wax-scales from the v.'iix-iioekets as fast 
as secreted. Also, tlie pollen baskets 
are situated on the outer face of the 
iibia of this leg, and on this spot it also 
carries loads of propolis, or resin, gath- 
ered from buds of varions trees nnil 
plants, which It uses to stop up cracks 
in the hive, etc. On the front leg it has 
the anteiu cleaner. 

It is provided with two compound eyes 
and three, ocelli. Its tongue, with which 
it sucks the nectar from the flowers, is 
about il quarter of au inch long, whereas 
the bumble bee's tongue is tlire(»-eigliths 
of iin ineli. 

Ill till' [losleria of tlu> iibduinen is 
situated the sting and poison bag. 'I'lie 
■worker liee in the tield never volunteers 
an iitliii'k. anil when it does sting il does 
so hill niieo. lis the shaft is barbed, niid 
ill the bee's effort to free itself, the sting 
iiiid poison liag is lorn from ils l,ody, 
jind iillhuugli il Dies :iway home iU'ter 
its iillack. il iinisl die quite soon, for a 
bee unable to sling is never IVuind in the 
hive. T iiinst refer lo this triiil in not 
V(dunteering iin at luck when unniolestoil 
and not being able lo sting a second 
time as ii wise provision, so that this 
iiisi'cl shiiiihl not hecmne il nuisiinc^e to 
man, wlm by his intelligent iminagemenl 
can remove Ihe prodiid of the bee from 
its home witliimt any danger, but enables 
the inseci to defend its stores friiiii the 
lliroug (if thieves, such :ls wasps, bumble 
bees, mollis and flics too numerous to 
inenlidii. which would soon deiilete Ihe 
iinprotccied larder; so that Ibe dretiin 
"f llie unskillod bee-keeper, timt a sting- 
less bee may smue day be Hie crowning 
lesult of "volution, can never be reiilizcd. 
Kiu- wo had that in .•Vustralia the im- 
ported hive bee. is rapidly exterminating 
tlie small stinglcsH native variety. Hi-n 
we have a very forcible cvnfijple of the 
survival of the fittest. Iu , nutufc's 
strugglo fm- existence we 'see, the bee 
iirmod with a sting able, -to ' rob'* and 
st.arve out its competitor, whor'oas the 
slinglc.-^s is (|iiile powerless lo elite)- 
Ihe hive of its more powerful eiiem.v. 
and ill ciinrse of linn- becomes quite 
extinct. Without the sting we see the 
insect could hot live, and this fact iigiiiii 
intiuiately connects the boe and our fruit 
crops. 

The third member of the comiuou- 
wealth is the ilrone or male — n'big, noisy 
iiml liizy fellow, not even being able to 
lake lip nrnis in defence of the food thai 
is slored for his welfare, for ho has no 
sting, the delieiency of which recks bis 
own ruin in the end. Ho gathers neither 
honey nor |iollen, iiovor being known to 
alight on a flower, preferring to be nl- 
>viiys on the wing, seeking queen, itv in 
till' hive feeding. He has lio pollen 
baskets, no wax glands, his Imigiie is 
not siiitiible for giithering honey. He 
i-s physically disqualified for .'iii.v ^vork 
pertaining to the hive. He is absolutely 
of no nse whatever except to impregnate 
the young (luoen, and for which act he 
sua'crs the penalty of death. . So, tihould 



life may be merryi but assuredly short — 
not more than a mouth, probably. To 
compensate for this curtailed existence, 
he takes plenty of time to uiaturo, as it 
is 2-1 days from the laying of the egg 
before he emerges a perfect insect. He 
is, as with the other inmates, three days 
in the egg, but six days in the larva, 
and fifteen in the pupoa slate. In a 
state of nature there iiro often hundreds 
of drones in a hive, and this condition 
calls forth the inforoncn from the grejit 
naturalist, Mr. Darwin, that it is ;iii im- 
Iiorfectiou of nature to iiroduce so many 
drones when only a few are actually 
needed (j)arwin, lC-l:-2), but had Mr. Dar- 
wlQ jbeenTa practical apiarist, he would 
have learnt' the great, necessity of many 
drouesi to redriee to a " minimum" the 
chance of the loss or his queen through 
being caught by birds, driven by high 
winds, or beaten -down in rain or hail 
storms, which so frequently happens in 
siiiiinier time; besides, the more drones 
raised the less chance of hor fertilization 
by her own son, which would bring 
abwit the dogoueriition ot the race. And 
i may mention here that the queen is 
never fertiHzi'd in or near the hive, so 
never fertilized In or near Ihe hive, so iis 
to avoid as niueh as imssilile^this in-and- 
in breeding. N;ilure has onlaineil il thus 
so as 10 keep up the sljimiiia of the race. 
Should the <iueen have lo iibseiit herself 
long from Ihe hive, on aceount of scar- 
I'ity of drones, the chiinci's of her loss 
much iuerciised, iiiid slnndd this un- 
ite loss luippcn, the <'idon.v would 
be ruined, as Ihere iire nn eggs rcimiiii- 
ing wherewith lo raise aiioliier. How- 
ever, Ihe bees |>roviile iigaiiist this 
drciided calamity b.v raising several 
iiueens preparatory lo the swarm li-av- 
ing the hive. I'lider nin-uial conditions 
Ihe young (jiieen ri'liirns lo the hive, 
fertilized for life, in about a quarler ot 
an hour. This mating but once <liiring 
l;cr life, so as to reduce the cliiiiices nf 
her loss to a minimum, and that this 
feciindiitiou shall be just siifllciont to 
last during hor youthful vigor, all shows 
a wisely adjusted economy, and surely 
this wise and careful preservation of 
the bee must point to an importance far 
beyond mere honey gathering. 

The drone is onl.v raised normally 
during the swarming season, or in tbo 
time of plent.v. .\s soon as the flowers 
cense to yi'dd iiectiir. they are toleriited 
no longer. They :ire bitten and driven 
from the hive by the workers, and il is 
now thill their slingless and defenceless 
condition is nianifesteil. I'.nl so il Wiis 
intended, that they miglil bi> more easily 
cxieriiiinated (and hero is shown n 
wise economy) to jireserve the stores for 
the more useful members of the family, 
the pollen gatherers, fertilizers aiul 
beauliliers of mitiire. 

Mr. Darwin has also failed fo fully 
clunprehend the wisdom of the barbed 
sling, inferring thai il is not yet iierfeet 
in structure, ns the insect Irises its life 
ill its own di'feiice (Diirwin, l(i:!l, bul 
the bee was intended for the use of, and 
to be snbser^■icllt to iniin, and hence was 
not perinilted to inlliet pain a second 
time, iiflcr once ciiiitioiiing the intruder. 
If Ihe sting were allowed to be witli- 
drawn, .as with the hornet, cic, tbo boo 
Hurely would have indulged in a second 
and porhiips man.v more punisliiueuts, 

I have referred to an occasional fourth 
inmate of tlie hive, .which is terniod a 
"fertile worker." , This pest makes its 
appearonce sometimes in a hive thiit is 
beyond the possibility of raising a queen. 
This worker is one supposed to have 
been raised in close proximity to a quoon 
cell, and to have received some of the 
" ro.val jelly " by mistake. Through tbo 
action of this food, her ovaries are 
more developed than in the other vuu^k- 
ers; she can, in fact, lay eggs, but will 
deposit them here and there in a v:;ry 
irregular nianner in worker and droiio 
cells, sometimes two or three in each cell, 
and these eggs ahva.vs produce drones 
only, as it is impossible for her to be- 
come fertilized, so abortive are her or- 
gans of reproduction. She is, like Dar- 
win's missing link, neither queen 'nor 
worker, but ii little of both, and, like 
llie said lost link, very dillU'ult to find, 
as she is in no wa.v different iu appoitr- 
auee from the worker.

Extermination Contemplated ns Prc- 
caution Against Bubonic Plague- 
Vermin Principal Transmitters. 

A wholesale extermination of rats is 
contemplated by German sanitary offi- 
cials as a preciiution against the iilague. 
United Slates Consiit-General Wynian is 
informed that the health oflicials at 
Bremen have made the following recom- 
mendation in this direction: 

" nocent investigatimiK prove thiit rats 
and other vermin :ii-o the jiriiicipal trans- 
mitters of the pliigue. Owing lo the 
imiiossibilit.v of preventing ruts from 
coming on lioard vessels at foreign ports 
lind subsequonlly escaping t-o the land, 
Ihe (inly defence agiiinsl the danger 
which threatens ns is to oxlerininate 
these iinimals as fur as iiossildc, 'N'essels 
eiigiiged in triillie beUveen the Weser 
iind iiorts where the e.xistenco of 
plague is suspected should be supplied 
with ciils. I'oisoii should also be used, 
iind such ships sbonhl In- well smoked 
ilfter the reinoviil of tin- ciirgn. On 
shore the tills must be foughl with ciits 
and rnl-catcliiiig dogs. itewards must 
also be on'ercd f.ir the delivery of dead 
rats. In order lo eiicouriigi! port watch- 
mon and other harbor emplo.YO0S to 
keep rat-catching dogs, a premium of 
ijiT.oO per annum should bo allowed lo 
the owner of each such dog, the total 
number at Bremen and Bremerhavcn 
not to exceed twenty-five. "With this 
iillowance port employees will be ivilling 
to keep dogs and pay the dog tax. 

" In addition to the .$187 needed for 
thi.s puriKi.so. ii;470 should be appropriat- 
ed for paying a premium of ono-tourth 
cent for each dead rat delivered. Tbo 
dead bodies can be disposed of in the 
ovens of the giis works and in the central 
heaters of the twrts. Tho possibilitj- 
that the prcininins may oneoiirago tho 
bringing in of detid rats from other 
places cannot be avoided. Another 
nu'iius for getting rid of rats is to sul- 
pliurizo the sewers in Broniou and to 
liooil with river Wiiter those at Brenior- 
liavcii. Both (if these phiiis iire being 
considered. Owmirs of warehouses and 
barns near the ports are uru'ed in their 
own interest to do their utmost to de- 
stroy the rats nesting therein. 

" I'^irthermore, they are requirod, as 
aie all port employees, to send to the 
bacteriological institute all rats found 
dead without visible wounds, in order 
that they may be exiiniined for traces 
of pla.gue. (.'onsideratioii i. now lieing 
given to the (piestion as to whelher and 
when this renuirenient sh.iuld he ox- 
fended fo the public- generally, ns has 
already been done al Lramburg. The 
question as to whether a general de- 
struction of rats by means of poison 
should be re.sortejl to. is also being con- 
sidered. For various reasons a decision 
hiis not .vet been reached on either of 
tliosi? points."

T!ie Identity of the man killed on the Sli- 
ver King tramway Tuesday remains a 
iiiystery. All yesterday the body lay In 
I)! McArthur & Co.'s morgue on Vernon 
street, and was viewed by fully a hnndrecl 
citizens. Many ot these had doubtless seen 
the man about the city during the pre<!i;d- 
ing few days, lint the distorted features 
rendered riK'iigultlon dlfflcult, and almo.st 
wltlioiit exception all who saw the remains 
were at a !e."s to pln<!e''the man. 

The only approach a clue was fur- 
iilsUed by H. h. West,, who expressed his 
conviction that the body was that ot a man 
named Kerlew or Curlew. Mr. West stated 
that Kerlew, who l« a practical miner, 
was last seen by him on Saturday or 
Sundiiv evonliiR, at which time he, Kcrloiv, 
said lio would go to the .\tliabasea niliie 
In the hope of securing work. Since tbcMi 
:\Ir. West has iicd seen Kerlc'W, and be- 
lieves that the man killed was his accpiiilnt- 
aiiee. On the other liaiul aimtber visitor to 
tlie niorgiu- slated positively that the licidy 
was not that of Kerlew. Oolor Is lent to 
Mr. "\Vc-sl's opliiloii by the fact that Kerlew 
has not beoii sc-oii at the Albabasi'ii. 

Several siiectators remarked that they 
liiicl seen the dead nnin about the city last 
wei-k. One ot these said that deceased 
was 111 the Silver I\lng hotel on Monday 
night, but this was not corroborated.-- 

A possible solatlon of the mystery has 
been placetl la the hands of the provincial 
police by the Tribune. .Tames Morgan, of 
CO Silver King mine, callecl at this office 
vesterday evening and stafecl that anotlier 
c.ii"iployoo at the mine bud expected a 
brotlier-ln-law to arrive tlicre about Tcies- 
day, and had eoneluded tliii; the victim of 
the'' aec-lilent must be llie missing relative'. 
.\ii c-n'ort was uiadc> to secure furtlier par- 
lic-ulars from the mine by tidephoiie, but 
the wire was not In working order.

Traversed Virgin Territory.

riiere has just returned lo Kngland one 
of two members ot an expedition lo Central 
Africa, partly sporting, partly exploring, 
f whii li we may expeel to hear more when 
lie other iiienibi'r returns. Mr. Ar'hur 
Sharp and ilr, 10. S. (irogun arrived at 
lielra i-arly In ISHS. and ufter- making a 
irlal e.\pe<iltlon Into .Masb.maliuid and the 
^'liborlng region, they proceeded to Clilu- 
at Ihi- nioutli ot the Zambesi, with the 
view of lettlKg Into the- heart of the con- 
tinent. Starting from Chhide .la., October, 
. ussa, they reached the SOUtH' 'bnd Of 
1S98, and proceeding up the Shir'e tO: Lake 
Tanganyika after various delays. The 
Stevenson Rond'ibetween .Lake Nyassa and 
Lake Tanganyika was at that time In a 
rather unsatisfactory condition , though 
since then, we believe, the transport ser- 
vice ban been very much Improved, and the 
telegraph has been laid to the south end 
of Lake Tunpinylka. While Mr. Sharp, 
who has just returned to Kngland, looiol 
after the baggage and the peoide forming 
the caravan, Mr. (irogan was able to get 
excellent sport on the plateau to the simth 
of the lake. When Mr. Grogaii returns to 
lOiigliuicl he will, no doubt, he able to give 
Interesting details of the nuiiierons side 
iTccni-shiiis which lie made, while Mr. Sharp 
kept along llic- mala route. Some of 'lie 
most Interesting Information whii-h Mr. 
Sharp has to give concerns the region 
lying between Lake Tangaaytka nnd Lake 
-VlbiM-l IC'lward, which, so far as we are 
aware be nnd Ids frlenrt.s wore the first I'.; 
traverse fnim smitli to north.

German Boundary agreement, does not 
exist. 

Afler some stay about Lake Klvu one 
volcanoes, the party proceeded norlh to 
Luke .Mbert Kdward. through a country as 
diflli-iilt III traverse as may bc> bmiglned. as 
the .lourney was iiiade all tlie more clinieiilt 
thro'ughont owing to a variety, of troubles 
with the native porters and asklrls who ae- 
c-ompaiileil llieiu. It was foimil that the 
east shore of Lake Albert lOcIwarcI Is rpiite 
erroneously laid clown cm mir maps. 'I'lie 
old bed of the lake exIcMids far to the east 
of the present shore Hue. in the form 
mainly of a swamp cm the enter miirgnl of 
wlilc-h' Mr. Sharp reports that he saw 
immeroUH steam Jets, or "bubbling geys'-rs" 
as he calls them. In Toro, on Ihe easf of 
r,ake Albert Edward, the, travellers were In 
lirltish tertltbry;' Here'tbey. parted, Mr. 
Sharp to return home, and Mr. Grogan lo 
make his notes ot his own side o.Tcnrslons, 
w^e must await a full account of Ihe resul'.s 
of this Interesting expedition, but enough 
1ms been said lo show lhat In this volcanic' 
reirliin of Central Africa the tralm-cl In- 
vestigator has an Interesting ficdd. 'I'lio 
result of r>r. Kandt 's long liivestlgallous 
will be eiigerly looked for by geognii)liers. 
and we may hope that Mr. Jloore and Ills 
eompiinlon of the Tanganyika expedition 
will be able to throw some light on tho 
prc-seuf ccmdltlou and past history of this 
Interesting region.

Congressional Comlnit^ee '"Again Present 
the Scheme of .Lnsl . Session. 

Washington. J.an., t2.T7-Thc bouse com- 
mittee on Intcr'^state' and foreiirn com- 
merce to-day -drdfered 'a/favonible report 
upon the Hepburn bill for the construc- 
tion of the Nicaragua cnnnl. The bill 
is practically the same one reported by 
this committee in the last congress. 
There was some discussion about the 
advisability of delaying action on the 
bill until the Isthmian eannl committee 
reported, but this was finally regarded 
as unnecessary, and all the members ex- 
cept Mr. l'''h;tcher of Mississiiipi voted 
to report tlie liiU fa^orably. The latter 
said his silence should not be construed 
as opposition to the measure, but merely 
ns a reservation of his right to support 
or oppose it after fiirtlier consideration. 
The committee made som(> changes in 
the original bill, inserting a new section 
It and making verbal alterations. .-Vs 
finally agreed to the bill is as follows: 

To provide for the construction of a 
canal conjieeting the waters of the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans. 

Be it enacted, etc., that the President 
of the United Sitates be and is her(}1)y 
authorized to acquire from the states of 
Costii Rica and Nicaragua, for and in 
behalf of the United States, control of 
such poitlQn,,of territory now belonging 
to Cbst^ Bica 'and ^Nicaragua as may 
be desik'abic and necessary, on which to 
excavate, construct and defend a canal 
ot such depth and capacity' as, will' be 
sutlleient for the movements of ships of 
the greatest tonnage and draft now' in 
use from a point near Greytown, on the 
Caribbean sea, via Lake Nicaragua, to 
Breto, on the Pacific ocean; and such 
sums as may be necessary to secure sucli 
control are. hereby appropriated out of 
any money -iii the treasury -not otherwise 
appropriated.— • 

:Soc. 2. That when the President has 
secured ful L Control ovf^ th? territoi'y in 
section 1 referred to, he'shall direct the 
secretary of war to excavate and con- 
struct a canal and waterway from a 
point on the shore of the Caribbean sea, 
near Greytown, by -ivay oC Nicaragua, 
to a point near Breto, on the Pacific 
ocean. Such canal shall be of sufflcient 
capacity and depth that it may bo used 
by vessels of the largest tonnage and 
greatest depth now in use, and shall be'

MISTAKEN FOR A SPY. 

Tlie Adventures of the IJon. George Peel 
on the Field of Belmont. 

The special correspondent of the Lon- 
don Leader telegraphs from Capetown: 

" The full nnd thrilling story of the 
capture of the Hon. George I'eel on sus- 
picion of being a Boor spy is here re- 
lated, and the tale is true and unvar- 
nished. 

1 had the pleasure of travelling over 
to .South .-ifrica in the Carisbrooke 
Castle with Mr. I'eel. We had many 
enjoyable chats during those long, beau- 
tiful nights, leaning over the rail on the 
promenade deck and w-ntching the 
phosiihorescent shimmer of the water as 
it swirled by the bows of the great 
steamboat. He tola ino, among other 
things, tliat he waii going to the Trans- 
vaal— as. soon as he^^could get- there — to 
bring his sistei: hom'c. , We parted at 
Caiietowu. Mr. Peel found that the 
best and-. quickest Wfiy.. to, get to the 
Transvaal wduld be.; td'jgo - up with the 
column to Or^nng© River.. • So. he went. 

To provide against,' the l\ot weather lu' 
took with liim"o "suit of "^khaki, unusually 
light in :C0lor, and a- ,felt'haV^ith an 
eiiorii)6us brim. I make particular men- 
tion. Of the hat^ for it plaj's a prominent 
tiiirt'ln "the' story. 

The journey to Orange River by train 
is a luxury one can forego without 
many regrets. I have tried it. It is 
long, wearisome nud terribly hot. 'rhe 
jolting of the train nnd its sudden hair- 
raising rushes donn mountain sides ren- 
der shaving mortally dangerous. If yon 
want to w-asli you have to do it iu sand- 
laden water; it you w-ant to sleep you 
can't. Therefore, at the end of your 
journey yon step out on the platform at 
Orange Ifiver hardly presentable for 
Bond street or I'iccadilly. 

Tlie Hon. George Peel did that. lie 
found all the discomforts of bully beef 
and veldt mattresses and evening thun- 
(Icr storms awaiting him nt th'e camp. 
So he neglected his personal appearance. 
He let his hair grow; his moustnche 
ran wild, an<l his beard stuck out like 
(inills upon the fretful porcupine. Had 
be caught the eye of his own father, the 
tlisliiiguished predecessor of the Hon. W. 
(.!. Gully wouldn't have recognized him. 

He niarchcd w-itli tlie army to Bidmout. 
He saw the battle, and got so danger- 
ously close to the firing line that he rc^ 
treated.

SP.VNISH WAR PENSIONS. 

Enormou.s Number of Applications Due 
to Enterprising Attorneys. 

The business zoai of the pension at- 
torneys threatens to bring the pension list 
of the Spaiiish-Anierioan and Philippine 
wars up to startling proportions. Al- 
ready 25,000 applications for . pensions 
growing out of these wars have been filed 
w-uth tlic pension bureau.' .'The- fact that 
from.v the. Oth v.Massachiisctts Jtofdment 
aIbn£G50i'applicatibna'iliave been filed is 
evidence of the pension : attorney's ac- 
tivity. - : ■ ; . 

In seven casca ;;"out;;'bf't.ten'.the appli- 
cation for n peiision is not' initiated by 
the soldier himself, but by some pension 
agency. The bu;!!ness of getting pen- 
sions has grown to be a great business 
in AN'iiBhington, and those who are engage 
ed iu it have a perfect system. The ap- 
plications for penisioup from soldiers who 
liave served in the I'liilippiues have be- 
come -so numerous of late as to eaase 
comment iu the pension bureau and in 
the w-ar department, and the olllcials were 
puzzled to account for the number of 
these claims and the rapidity w-illi which 
they were tiled. Upon investigation their 
suspicion that the pension attorneys of 
Washington were working a system on 
this cJa.ss of cases was confirmed. 

It seems that the attorneys sent their 
agents to the war department every day 
to sccui-e the list of los.-ics furnished by 
Gen. Otis. Tliis list included the men 
killed and wounded and those who had 
succumbed to disease.. As soon as they 
gyt,. these, -lists the pension agents -would 
tlieh .get hold' of the eulistmeut papers of 
thp soldiers. included, in the list and 4ind 
out each sbldier'a next of, kin. They dm- 
meai(ilely., opened , correspondence with 
this persjojbf.witli, a. view. to;8ecuring em- 
ployment to ,pi;os(5cute,.a>pension claim. 
Of course, ..thoirirDp'rese^itatiOpiJ would be 
such that in, nearly every case they would 
obtain the desired authority and the 
claim would then be filed. 

.Now that the authorities know the 
methods -wliic-h tlie pension attorneys 
have been pursuing, an order may^fe, cix-: 
pected w hicii w ill pi event them from hav- 
ing access to the department's records. 
Of coun-ic, they will be able to trace 
down the relations of the soldier, oven 
if denied Hccesw to his enlistment papers-, 
but they will not be able to do so with 
the same fa<.'ility. It is said that some 
of the pension agencies iu Washington 
have secured the muster rolls of every 
regiment w-hich served in either the 
Spaiiisli war or in- the I'hilippine war, 
and have .sent agents to the place in' 
which the regiment was Tccruited for the 
Pill-pose of learning e;ich soldier's ad- 
dre.'^fi, or, if he be dead, learning the 
name and residence of his nearest rela- 
tive. The thoroughness w-ith -which they 
do their work is shown by the record 
of the Oth Matisachusotts. Other regi- 
nicut.s, some of which were never under 
fire, are not far behind the Oth Massa- 
chusetts in the number of cJainis filed. 

The total number of enlistments for 
the Spahish-Aiherican' .War and the Phil- 
ippine -iyafwas dl)but 342,000, but nearly 
40,000 dr.thes^'.w^rb re-bnlistments. It is 
estimated. therefore, that the total num- 
ber of Indi-viduals enlisted for the two 
wars- is appro^via^ately 300,0000. As there 
.hiivei,>ip to the^preseint, bee^,23,000 .(kppli- 
eatiops.Ipr. peii'ri^oii's. gro>vfng;,op^,b£ these' 
wars, it ' will be 'seen that'.oni^ soldier In 
e.ver.y twelve of those who 'served is a 
pension seeker.'. And this startling .pro- 
portion is attained iu less than two years 
from the date upon which the iwiir with 
Spain was declared, and in the face of 
the fact that the American losses in bat- 
tle upon sea and upon land were, pro- 
portionately to the forces engaged, the 
smallest sustained ia any .-Vmerican war. 
The showing can not justl.v be taken as 
a reflection upon the patriotism of the 
American soldier. It is simply evidence^ 
of the perniciousness of the pension at- 
torne.v.L The gi-eat majority of the clfiimsl 
arc worked-up t•a.sl■^.
